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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. 1,3,4,6,7,9-14, 16, 17, 19, 20, 22-27, 32,33, and 35-39. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter. 
The prior art, USPN 6,321,220 to Dean, teaches user input queries and retrieving matching 
URL's. The reference further discloses a means for pruning those links, which are not on topic 
and ranks the remaining nodes. The methods are being performed within a hyperlinked 
environment; however, the reference fails to teach a scheme for removing identified hyperlinks 
between two pages on a same site and identifying (I,J) cores, which are designated as first and 
second sets of hyperlinked pages for the expansion of (I, J) cores into full communities. The 
reference, USPN 6,460,034, to Wical, discloses a knowledge base research and retrieval scheme 
in which a search query is utilized; however, the reference fails to provide the necessary teaching 
or suggestion of the combination of limitations within independent claim. More importantly, the 
reference fails to teach a scheme for removing identified hyperlinks between two pages on a 
same site and identifying (I, J) cores, which are designated as first and second sets of hyperlinked 
pages for the expansion of (I,J) cores into full communities. 

In reference to independent claims 1,14, and 27, the claimed features of identifying and 
removing hyperlinks between any two pages on the same site as well as the identifying of (I, J) 
cores within the identified collection and expanding each of the identified (I, J) cores into a full 
community, the full community being a subset of the pages regarding a particular topic, is not 
shown in the prior art of record and would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art to have combined the prior art of record to come up with applicant's claimed invention.
